SNOW 


Ever since the first Stone 
Age cave-dweller fashioned a 
pair of snow skis from animal 
bones, man has been searching 
for an efficient form of winter 
transportation. 


According to archaeologists, 
Scandinavians were gliding 
over snowy slopes several thou- 
sand years before the birth of 
Christ. The Swedes experi- 
mented with animal bone ice 
skates in the 8th century. Snow 
shoes and toboggans were 
other primitive attempts to 
end winter’s forced hiberna- 
tion and hardship. 


Despite 5,000 years of ex- 
perimentation, man had to wait 
until the 20th century for the 
first real breakthrough. The 
tinkerings of two Wisconsin in- 
ventors produced the first self 
propelled snow vehicle during 
the 1920’s. Powered by small 
gasoline engines, hardly more 
than an experimental gadget 
themselves, the first models 
sputtered and coughed over 
snowbound trails in northern 
Wisconsin. 


In 1927 Carl J. Eliason pa- 
tented the feature of his ma- 
chine. His “motor toboggan” 
had ski-like frontrunners and 
a rear drive track. Although 
short on styling and passen- 
ger comfort, his snowmobile 
soon proved its worth on icy 
slopes and snowbound trails. 

Nearly 35 years later some 
of Eliason’s machines can still 
be seen skimming over the 
snow in northern Wisconsin. 
Interestingly, he is now a deal- 
er for Outboard Marine’s new 
snowmobile, introduced this 
year. 


Although the one and two 
passenger snowmobile remain- 
ed a “local curiosity’ in the 
1930's and 40's, larger snow 
vehicles won gradual accep- 
tance. They were used as 
school buses and mail carriers 
in Canada. Arctic explorers 
and the Canadian armed forces 
also found snow vehicles pro- 
vided dependable winter trans- 
portation. 

Professional hunters and 
fraopem; “nediscovered” the 
fwo passenger snowmobile 
after World War II. They

CHIANG VS. REDS 

In his new year’s message, 
mationalist Chinese leader 
Chiang Kai Shek said the Na- 
tionalists should destroy Pe- 
king’s nuclear installations be- 
fore the Reds develop a deli- 
very system. Chiang report: 
edly considers his avowed task 
of destroying communist 
China more urgent now than 
ever before, particularly since 
Red China now has an atomic 
bomb, Therefore, it is consi- 
dered possible he may unleash 
attacks on the Reds with or 
without a general uprising on 
the China mainland. Chiang 
repeatedly has predicted anti- 
communist revolutions by the 
people on the China mainland. 
It also has been understood he 
would not order his 600,000- 
man army across the Formosa 
Strait until such revolutions 
take place. Formosa obser- 
vers believe that Chiang may 
be changing his mind. 


NUCLEAR TALKS DELAYED 

Plans for five-nation talks in 
January between the United 
States. Britain, Italy, West 
Germany and the Netherlands 
on an allied nuclear force seem 
to be coming unstuck. No 
date or place for the meeting 
was set when the Nato council 
meeting broke up Dec. 17. Now 
enthusiasm seems to be waning 
among several nations involv- 
ed. The British, always cool 
toward the U.S. - proposed 
multi-lateral nuclear force, al- 
ready have declared the plan 
dead. President Charles De 
Gaulle of France always has op- 
posed it. But it also is specu- 
lated that with the MLF plan 
on ice for months to come and

KOREAN POWER STRUGGLE 
An internay power struggle 
appears to be in the offing 
within South Korea's ruling 
Democratic Republican party 
with the return home of former 
party chairman Kim Chong- 
Pil. Kim, former No. 2 man of 
South Korea. flew home from 
more than six months’ self-im- 
posed exile in the United 
States, Although Kim has stat- 
ed he would not try to regain 
power, political sources believe 
he is certain to maintain influ- 
ence from behind the scenes.

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The Search 


In a hospital corridor, the relative of 
a cancer patient was heard to say: “The 
man who finds a cure for cancer will 
be the greatest hero in the history of 
medicine.” 

The experts are less given fo super- 
latives. They know that the search is 
hard and long. So much attention is 
being given to the hunt for this killer 
that it has been called “the greatest 
mobilization of resources — man, Ma- 
terial and money—ever undertaken to 
conquer a single disease.” 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 
there should be encouraging break- 
throughs. The latest is the drug, dac- 
tinomycin, which has just been licens- 
ed by the U. S. Department of Health 
and is effective in a type of kidney tum- 
or in children and in carcinoma of the 
testes and uterus. 

This is good news. It opens the 
door of hope for other victories in the 
war against a disease which is only sec- 
ond to heart ailment in Canadian 
death statistics. 

Hope is a precious commodity: Doc- 
tors know that it is in itself a helpful 
medicine. But with hope must come 
caution, for the morale of a patient can 
be undetermined by lifting expecta- 
tion so high that dejection is the inevi- 
table result. 

The battles against cancer are 
fought one by one. The scientist un- 
derstands that while mankind has ac- 
cumulated medical knowledge, it 
stands before discoveries still to come 
like a child playing with a pebble on 
the shore of an uncharted ocean. 


Deep freeze for eyes 

New York (UPI)—One of the bright- 
est promises for 1965 is in a now de- 
veloping technique for storing eyes in 
deep freeze for long periods of time 
without harming them. 

Tt is the promise of sight for uncount- 
ed thousands, especially in undevelop- 
ed countries where there are no “eye 
banks” and hence no chance for re- 
storing sight by grafting the full 
thickness of the cornea. 

Such grafts’ are sight-giving when 
people are blind because their own 
corneas are scarred. The graft ma- 
terials are the eyes of persons who out 
of love for humanity will them to 
“eye” banks- 


But there is a critical problem in 
these “donor eyes.” It is to preserve the 
through-and-through clarity of their 
corneas until they can be grafted into 
the deeply scared corneas of blind re- 
cipients. 


As of now this kind of clarity usually 
yanishes when eyes are deep-frozen. 
The corneas become opaque and there- 
fore useless for full thickness grafting- 
The highly organized “eye banks’ of 
the United States and other medically 
advanced countries now solve the 
problem by having recipients waiting 
when donors die. 


Byes are rushed from newly dead to 
the expectantly living. If no recipients 
are lined up the eyes are deep-frozen. 
At least their thin outer surfaces re+ 


main optically clear indefinitely and ~ 


can be successfully grafted onto corn- 
eas which are only lightly scarred, on 
the surface. 

The bright promise was revealed to 
American ophthalmologists, through a 
technical journal of the American Med-

The donnor eye is immediately in- 
jected with a solution of dimethyl sul- 
foxide. It is then deep-frozen in a solu- 
tion containing 10 per cent of the anti- 
freeze glycerol in a sealed ampule and 
presumably can be kept in a state of 
suspended vitality indefinitely. 

The corneas of nine eyes preserved 
in this way have been used in full- 
thickness grafts, he reports. Seven of 
the nine remained optically clear which 
meant their recipients saw again. Two 
of the nine turned opaque but “factors 
other than those related to their stor- 
age could reasonably be blamed,” he 
sald. 

He had no doubt the technique 
would be refined “in the light of still 
newer experiments.” Its first succes- 
ses show “we know now that the prob- 
Jem is solvable, and only time is need- 
ed to perfect our solution.” 

About one-sixth of the blind are blind 
because of scarred corneas, “and a 
graft might well restore their sight,” 
he said. ‘The barrier to achieving this 
is not so much the shortage of skilled, 
surgeons, for the techniques are well 
established and not too difficult to 
learn, but primarily a shortage of don- 
or eyes, i 

“Tf only a satisfactory way of pro- 
longed low-temperature storage of don- 
or eyes could be found, all the eyes that 
go to waste through lack of an immed- 
jate recipient would be saved and could 
be transported at leizure to distant 
places for the grafts that are so des- 
perately needed.” 


Historic building restored 


The  newly-restored Banqueting 
House in London's Whitehall is the 
only important part of the old White- 
hall Palace that once covered a large 
area now occupied by Government of- 
fices to have escaped destruction by 
fire in 1698- 

Describing some of its features in 
the BBC General Overseas Service pro- 
gramme ‘Here and Now’, Hilary Hay- 
wood commented that the famous 
architect Inigo Jones had built it in a 
mere three years, between 1619 and 
1622. It had, in fact never been used 
for banquets, had never had a kitchen, 
and was really a hall, not a house. “The 
high and elegant hall, now re-decorated 
in its original style, has a marvelous 
ceiling with nine panels painted by 
Rubens, which cost what was then a 
fortune — £3,000. They show rath- 
er fanciful incidents of James I's reign; 
the triumph of the Virtues over the 
Vices, and a lot of folly, laughing cher- 
ubs. During the last war, these prec- 
jous panels were dismantled and stored 
for safety In a country manor house. 
Afterwards, they were restored — an 
operation that took four and a half 
years to complete.” Five pictures 
painted by Isaac Puller in 1651 and dis- 
covered in a yery dilapidated condition 


‘ 


after being lost sight of for half a cent- 
ury have also been restored and rehung. 
One shows King Charles II after his es- 
cape from the Battle of Worcester hid- 
den in the famous oak-tree, sound a- 
sleep. 


Tt was in this hall that the Lords and 
Commons assembled to ask William of 
Orange to accept the Crown of Wng- 
land (in place of the deposed James II), 
said Hilary Haywood, and it was 
through the main stairway window 
that Charles I stepped out to his public 
execution in Whitehall; but In the main 
{t had been used for masques and plays 
given for the amusement of the Royal 
Court—although Charles I, a noted art 
patron and collector, had stopped this 
for fear that candle-smoke might dam- 
age the paintings. 


“The walls have been repainted in 
white, cream and gold,” said Hilary 
Haywood, “the floor relaid in oak, and 
the outside has been cleaned: As he 
went to his death from this same Ban- 
queting House, Charles I. was heard to 
say, I go from a corruptible to an in- 
corruptible crown, where no disturb- 
ance can be’, and this serene unclut- 
tered hall seems to be a place where no 
disturbance can be either.” 
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Burden for Bards 


It is a proud moment in a Welsh- 
man's life to hear himself proclaimed 
champion poet of the year at the great 
annual festival of the National Wist- 
eddfod, and be called on to the plat- 
form by the Arch-Druid of Wales to re- 
celye the homage of the nation and 
take the Bardie Chair. 

But high honour has its problems, as 
Ifor Bowen-Griffith made clear in a 
recent broadcast in the BBC General 
Overseas Service ‘Welsh Magazine’ pro- 
gramme. The winner of the Bardic 
Chair competition does literally take 
the Chair home at the end of the festi- 
val, to be placed in the best room in the 
house and gazed on reverently by fam- 
ily and friends to the end of time. “The 
huge wooden chair is usually made of 
great planks of oak wondrously carved 
with the place and year of the festival, 
and is more like a royal throne than a 
piece of furniture.” 

But the National Histeddfod is the 
culmination of hundreds and hundreds 
of others held in all the towns and vil- 
lages of Wales. “And in at least one 
hundred of those,” said Ifor Bowen- 


Griffith, “the chief bardie prize is a 


great big chair. So in ten years about 
one thousand of these huge, unwieldy 
masses of timber have been distributed 
throughout the country- 

“The real problem arises from the 
fact that there is no limit to the number 
of chairs that one poet may win. What 
would you do with fifty such chairs? 
Indeed, it was announced recently that 
Mr. Llewelyn Morgan of Aberystwyth 
had won his hundredth chair. What 
a grand achievement! What a terrible 
penalty! Chairs in the kitchen, in the 
lounge, in the dining-room, in the bed- 
rooms, in the attic. No beds, no tables, 
no baths, no family—just chairs, chairs, 
chairs!” Even if he had given chairs 
away to relatives, neighbours, church- 
es, and council offices, he probably still 
had some left. As a result of a ‘silent 
revolution’ in eisteddfodic Wales, soft, 
comfortable fireside chairs were now 
offered, but who would want a hundred 
even of these?

Ring out, wild bells, to the wild sky, 
The flying cloud, the frosty light; 

The year is dying in the night; 

Ring out, wild bells, and let him die. 


Ring out the old, ring in the new, 
Ring happy bells, across the snow;

“Ring out, wild bells” from “In Mem- 
oriam’”, a series of elegiac poems writ- 
ten by Tennyson, in memory of his 
friend, Arthur Hallam. 


Last year New Year's Day came on a 
Wednesday and the note in my diary 
says: ‘“‘This has been a mild winter 
day. About 6 inches of snow fell dur- 
ing the night. Roads heavy”. Then the 
weather is quite normal for the time of 
year. Then on January 26 I notice an 
item which reads, “About 80 grosbeaks 
arrived for breakfast this morning. 
This is the first I have seen them in 
these parts.” 

The year 1964 has been a fairly good 
year. ‘To the ordinary man there has 
been very little to interfere with the or- 
dinary living of the average family 
man. ‘True there have been some hap- 
penings and these happenings did not 
come peaceably. They had to be 
fought for. 


Ring out a slowly dying cause, 

And ancient forms of party strife;

To 
our mind these are the tactics of a very 
weak leader, however it has served as a 
temporary stop-gap for him. The 
people from Quebec have gained their 
point and when Mr. Pearson calls a 
general election there is no doubt that 
he will take a big lead in the Quebec 
electorate. This is the first successful 
step: First the flag with all the sug- 
gestions advanced. Quebec is tempor- 
arily silent. However, mark my word, 
that it will not be many days before 
the people from Quebee are back for 
More. Surely they will not be content 
to allow us to sing “God Save The 
Queen” or our national anthem. To- 
day our country is divided from pole to 
pole. “Ancient forms of party strife” 
is not a good thing for Canada and if 
the point is stretched much more, it 
could lead to blood-shed.

LOCAL EVENTS DURING THE YEAR 


At the dawn of a new year, we recall some of the 
highlights and important events of 1964. It was mainly 
a year of industrial growth. A new airport was opened 
and some landmarks were changed or removed. The 
year was not marred very much by tragedy as had been 
the year before, but there were some controversial is- 
sues: There was some achievement in local sports but 
nothing really spectacular occurred sportswise. 


The greatest industrial achievements were the begin- 
ning of the construction of the new Dominion Rubber 
plant and the opening of a new Brinton Carpet factory. 
The sod turning for the Dominion Rubber plant, which 
will have a great impact on Lindsay when it is opened, 
and for years after, was perhaps the most significant 
event industrially. 

The enlarged 50,000 square-foot Brinton Carpet fac- 
tory and major expansion to the Dominion Brakeshoe 
plant added greatly to the industrial growth of the town 
in 1964. 


This growth was partly aided by the opening of the 
Lindsay municipal airport in October. 


In 1964 the Academy Theatre took on a new look 
when it was refurbished and again put into use after 
the formation of the Academy Theatre Foundation, a 
group of citizens who would not allow the possible de- 
struction of the fine old theatre. ‘Two other landmarks, 
the band shell in Victoria Park and the old CPR station 
on Caroline Street were removed. 


In the neighbouring community of Omemee, Dr, Jules 
Sobrien became involved in a controversy, culminating 
in national publicity, after he bought some scool prop- 
erty and the village tried to expropriate it for a park. 
The issue became more heated when the school burned 
to the ground and the Omemee Fire Chief reported it 
was arson. 


On The Sports Front 


Sports highlights for 1964 on the local front start- 
ed with the Lindsay All Star Pee Wee hockey team 
when they went to the finals in the International “Silver 
Stick” tournament at Port Huron Michigan Feb- 1st. 
After defeating Barrie 3-2, Detroit 3-2, St. Catharines 
4-3, the Lindsay lads lost out to Sarnia 3-1 in the champ- 
ionship final. 

On April 27th at the Kiwanis Arena, the Lindsay 
Lions bowed out in their bid for the Ontario Junior “C” 
Hockey Championship to Hespeler Shamrocks. After 
the Lions won the first game 6-4, Hespeler bounced 
back to take the next four games 7-2, 4-3, 3-1, and 4-3. 
The Lions outshot the ‘Rocks’ 3-1 over the series, 


On Friday, Sept. 11th Western Mercuries and 
Jenkins Construction met in the ninth game of a best 
of seven series for the Lindsay Men’s Softball Champ- 
fonship at the George St. Park. With the Mercuries 
leading 12-1 the game was declared no contest and ex- 
ecutive action later declared Westerns the winners.

Now, as then, countless thou- 
sands continue to worry a- 
bout their hearts needlessly.

(UPI)—he traditionally ceremonial 
role of Italian presidents may undergo 
a change under Italy’s new President 
Giuseppe Saragat. 

Indeed it would seem it must if any 
sort of political stability is to be resor- 
ed to the young republic which in order 
to name the new president has just 
gone through 18 days of insults, name- 
calling and an incredible display of lack 
of responsibility among Italian politi- 
cians. ; 

The contest which ran through 21 
ballots of the National Assembly found 
Italy's largest party, the Christian 
Democrats, in total disarray and, in the 
end, the key ballots resting with the 
Fascists on the right and the Commun- 
ists on the left. 

It was with Communist help that 
Saragat finally won. 

The exhibition put on by Italy’s Sen- 
ators and deputies led the influential 
Milan newspaper, Corriere Della Sera, 
to compare the situation with the clos- 
ing years of the French Fourth Repub- 
lic, 

The newspaper said it was the failure 
of politicians who disbelieved in dem- 
ocratic processes but still could not 
form an effective coalition, that led 
Italy to fall under the Fascism of Benito 
Mussolini in 1922 

“Thus,” the newspaper said, “the 
Italian Republic is consuming itself 
in factional struggle; thus the French 
Fourth Republic consigned itself to 
General De Gaulle. 

“And it was lucky because it could 
have done worse... ” 

Italy actually has known no politi- 
cal stability since the eight-year rule 
of Premier Aleide De Gasperi ended 
in 1953, 

And it is the disarray presented by 
the fall of 25 or so governments since 
that has led to the bellef that the Ital- 
lan president, elected for seven years, 
must take on a more important role, 


GIUSEPPE SARAGAT 
chief of state 


As a precedent Saragat has the in- 


creasing behind-the-scene influence 
wielded by both his predecessors, Gio- 
yanni Gronchi and Antonio Segni, 

Saragat himself has in the past seen 
himself in the role of catalyst. 

Saragat, leader of the Social Demo- 
cratic party, was one of the earliest to 
propose a government of the center- 
left and he saw his party as a binding 
force between the Christian Democrat- 
le left and the non-Communist Social- 
ists. The coalition of the two forces 
would exclude both the Fascists of the 
right and the Communists of the left, 

It was largely the influence of such 
men as Saragat and Premier Aldo 
Moro, a Christian Democrat, that 
brought old-line Socialist Pietro Nenni 
into the government after nearly 20 
years of opposition. 

Nenni, allied with the Communists 
from the end of the war until 1957, 


broke with them over the repression of 
the Hungarian reyolt. 

Last year Nenni came back into the 
government on a program which in- 
cluded continued close alignment with 
the west, NATO and the Common ng 
ket. 


Saragat, a firm friend of the West, 


May be expected to continue to press 
these policies, along with others to 
which the government is pledged. 
These include reforms in taxation, So- 
cial security, the penal system and edu- 
cation, modernization of agriculture, 
measures to curb inflation and econom~ 
ic development of the south. 

It is likely in the days ahead Saragat 
will need all his persuasiveness. His 
old job of foreign minister now must be 
filled and once more the fate of an Ital- 
ian government will hang in the bal-

The Great War 


Sales of BBC television programmes 
to the networks of other countries have 
shown a marked and steady increase 
over the past few years. But the epic 


documentary, ‘The Great War’, has a- — 


chieved outstanding success. Show- 
ing on both BBC television channels in 
Britain in 1964 (fiftieth anniversary of 
the 1914-18 war) it is now one of the 
world’s most widely distributed televis- 
ion rises. While still running on BBG 
screens, it was sold by BBC Teleyision 
Enterprises to some twenty-five coun- 
tries, and negotiations are proceeding 
with a score more, In Australia trans- 
mission of ABC began in Augtist; in the 
United States transmissions from 
Washington, New York and Los Angel- 
es began in September; in Canada, 
CBC will be showing it on its Pnglish 
and French networks in 1965. Nigeria 
and Rhodesia also plan transmissions 
for 1965. It has broken all records 
for BBC sales to Buropean couhtries; 
and has been bought by television net- 
works in eyery continent, including a 
number of Latin American countries, 
some of which will be seeing the ver- 
sion dubbed in Spanish by Mexican Tel- 
evision. 

‘The Great War’, produced by the 
BBC's Tony Wssex and Gordon Watkins 
in collaboration with the Imperial War 
Museum, the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission and the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation, tells in 26 episod- 
es the grim story of the 1,561 days of 
the First World War as it was lived by 
soldiers and civilians, men and women 
on many battlefronts and behind the 
lines. This historia record took 18 
months to prepare and employed a dis- 
tinguished team of historians and ex- 
pert researchers. Over 844,800 feet of 
film were assembled from twenty 
countries. For example, Australia’s 
considerable contribution included 1200 
feet of film taken at Gallipoli as well as 
filmed interviews. Much of the film 
had been lying for fifty years in arch- 
ives all over Wurope, America and even 
Asia, and had never been shown before. 
Brought together for the first time and 
edited into a single continuous story, 
this old film has been made to run at 
normal speed and smoothness by new 
technical processes. In response to 
appeals for eyewitness accounts and 
contemporary records, the BBC re- 
ceived 50,000 letters and parcels; the 
longest letter was 172 pages, and the 
shortest 13 words. Hundreds of people 
who took part in the war were inter- 
viewed and filmed in the Common- 
wealth, the United States, Durope and 
Britain. Seventy organizations gaye 
help and advice.

The Great Survivor 

Moscow (UPI) — Nikita Khrush- 
chev's round peasant face crinkled in a 
broad smile as he told the American 
visitors, “If comrade Mikoyan had 
been born in your country he would 
now be a millionaire.” 

That was a few years ago when 
Khrushchey still was the Soviet Un- 
jon’s number one man and Anastas Iv- 
anovich Mikoyan was a first deputy 
prime minister. Now Khrushchev is 
gone but Nikoyan holds title as Chair- 
man of the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet, or President of the USSR. 

Mikoyan’s present office in the Soy- 
jet scheme of things is considered more 
honorary and ceremonial than effec- 
ive. But as a Communist Party Presi- 
dium member he nevertheless remains 
one of the Kremlin’s top policy mak- 
ers. ‘ 
Staying on top or near the top of the 
Soviet Hierarchy has been the story 
of Mikoyan’s career since 1918. He 
is known as the “great survivor.” Oth- 
ers come and go — Stalin, Malenkoy, 
Bulganin, Khrushchey. Mikoyan sur- 
vives, just as he did in October when 
Khrushchey, who had appointed him 
president in July, went out. 

Mikoyan himself has said he was on 
Stalin’s purge list when Stalin fortu- 
jtously died in 1953. It was not his 
first escape. ; 

From the beginning Mikoyan has 
been close to and active among the 
men directing the destinies of the Soy- 
fet Union. He has held a yariety of 
jobs—the highest that of First Deputy 
Premier under Khrushchey until he was 
named president. 

Mostly his duties have been con- 
cerned with direction of domestic and 
foreign trade, and distribution of con- 
Sumer goods and food. He is rated an 
acute business man. 

Mikoyan’s sharp, dark face is famil- 
jar all over the world and well known 
to Americans from several visits to the 
United States. Dapper and self as- 
sured, with a sharp sense of humour 
and a keen mind, he is the type of per- 
sonality who goes over well with Am- 
ericans, 

Hxperts on Soviet affairs attribute 
Mikoyan’s political longevity at least 
in part to the fact he never has seem- 
ed to shoot for the top spot in the 
Kremlin but has been satisfied with ad- 
visory roles. So far as is known he 
never attempted to build up a party or- 
ganization of his own or to create a 
personal following. ‘The right hand of 
the throne has been good enough for 
him. 

In this yiew, neither Stalin nor his 
successors had reason to fear the en- 
ergetic Armenian but were happy to 
use his obvious talents as a foreign 
trade expert and _  troubleshooter. 
Khrushchey for example, sent Mikoy- 
an to Cuba during the 1962 missile 
crisis to soothe Fidel Castro's ruffled 
feathers over what Castro considered 
a Kremlin letdown. 

‘Mikoyan’s wife died while he was in 
Havana but he stayed on the job, not 
return for the funeral. 

Observers concede that to some ex~ 
tent Mikovan’s ability to survive the 
various Kremlin power struggles must 
be eredited to luck. Newertheless he 
also seems usually to have sensed 
which way the wind was blowing. 

In 1956, it was Mikoyan who was said 
to have made the first major Anti-Stal- 
in speech at the party congress, greas- 
ing the way for the famous Khrush- 
chev oration that launched de-Stalini- 
zation. 

Today, so far as any outsider in 
Moscow knows, Mikoyan is as en- 
trenched in the Kremlin hierarchy as 
he has ever been. His post as presi- 
dent Js looked upon as a fitting reward 
for his long years of service to the 
Communist party. It also apparently

The Welcome Mat 


Paris, (UPI)—President Charles De 
Gaulle of France has given orders to 
roll out the welcome mat for President 
Johnson whenever he comes to Burope, 

That does not mean U.S.-French fric- 
tions suddenly have been forgotten or 
their relations brought out of cold stor- 
age. But De aGulle has decided it is 
time for him to sit down and talk with 
Johnson. He wants to give the U. S. 
president his version of how U. S. re- 
Jations with Europe, and specifically 
with France, should develop during the 
rest of this century. 

The fact Johnson has accepted 
gracetully De Gaulle’s position that 
their meeting should take place on the 
French leader's home ground in Paris 
and that Johnson would be coming 
here specifically to see him removed 
the last roadblocks of the French side 
for such a get-together, 

As he advances in years—he is now 
74—De Gaulle concerns himself less 
With day-to-day housekeeping details 
of international relations. He thinks 
of them more and more in their histori- 
cal perspective, nose 

De Gaulle is relatively uninterested 
by this or that minor source of U.S.- 
French friction. His mind is working 
on a broad blueprint for the future. 
It is this blueprint he hopes to expound 
to President Johnson. 

Aides say the aging French leader 
will reassure Johnson that the 190- 
year-old U.S.-French friendship and 
their alliance spanning two world wars 
and the east-west cold war are some- 
thing basic and indissoluble so far as 
France is concerned. 


De Gaulle likes to recall that at the 


height of the Cuban missiles crisis he 
was the first of America's allies to 
pledge all-out support if it came to a 
nuclear war. 

But De Gaulle feels deeply that the 
partnership must be one of equals. He 
Sees as the two partners the United 
States on the one hand and Western 
Europe on the other, with the Atlantic 
Alliance as the link between them. 

But he is passionately determined 
that there must be equality between the 
two, He believes Europe should have 
full responsibility for its own defense, 
its own economy and its own foreign 
policy. 

He concedes that in the final in- 
stance Hurope must continue to depend 
for its safety on the gigantic American 
nuclear umbrella. But, with this limi- 
tation, he insists that Western Europe 
must be completely free from Ameri- 
can contro] or “domination’—in every 
field.

no expiation of crimes by that

It is reported that a farmer 
living some five miles east of 
Lindsay found the top section 
of a roadpost on which were 
painted the words “5 miles to 
Gough's clothing store”.

In those days every per- 
son seemed to buy and wear 
Orange decorations of some 
kind. 

B. J. Gough was the first 
merchant in Lindsay to pay for 
an entire page of advertising 
and it was in connection with 
an Orange celebration. The 
large type heading read “‘Wel- 
come to William the King of 
Orange and his followers from 
B. J. Gough, the King of Clo- 
thiers.”” 

Incidentally, B. J. Gough 
was a brother of Gough Bro- 
thers who for many years ran 
a fur business and fur garment 
store on Young Street, Toronto, 
just north of Eaton’s store.

Pressures work against 

Sydney, Austrialia, (UPI)—Perhaps 
reluctantly, Australians are finally 
acknowledging, that, although theirs is 
a white nation, their destiny is inevit- 
ably intertwined with that of Southeast 
Asia and Japan. 

The winds of change are blowing a- 
way much of the ill feeling harbored by 
large number of Australians toward 
the Japanese following World War IL. 
They are the same winds that are be- 
ginning to eddy against the “White 
Australia” Immigration Policy, 

In both instances, the main force be- 
hind these changes is the nation’s 
stout efforts to expand its overseas 
trade. 

Japan is Australia’s best customer 
for wool, coal and iron ore and is press- 
ing Britain to become the number one 
buyer of Austrialian goods, both raw 
materials and manufactured. 

Australian resentment against the 
Japanese, stems from treatment given 
Australian civilian internees and milli- 
tary prisoners of war by Japanese arm- 
ed forces during World War II, and the 
scare Australians got when Japanese 
forces were stopped short of invading 
the nation. The resentment is deep 
seated and even today occasionally op- 
enly expressed. 

Until the last six years or so, this 
resentment was so strong that compar- 
atively few Japanese businessmen ven- 
tured “down under”. But today they 
are found in every corner of the Aus- 
tralian continent, which is just a shade 
smaller than the United States, 

fie, 

Australian businessmen and trade- 
seeking government officials now shut- 
tle back and forth between the two 
countries. Japanese businessmen, and 
even occasional tourists, can be seen 
daily in the lobbies of major hotels. 

Barlier this year, units of the Japan- 
ese Navy paid their first good will call 
fo Sydney since World War II. Not 
one unpleasant incident occurred. 

Japanese sailors swarmed happily 
throughout the city. Many were in- 
vited into the homes of residents. Ten 
or even five years earlier, the possibil- 
ity of incidents would have been al- 
most certain, 

National and government officials, 
from Prime Minister Sir Robert Men- 
zies on down, repeatedly proclaim Aus- 
tralia’s friendship for Japan, A few 
public figures, usually ex-servicemen 
who still find it hard to forget war- 
born hostility, make open outeries a- 
gainst the growing closeness of the two 
countries, But these become fewer, 
“and less listened to, as each month 
goes by.

tipathy toward other southeast Asians 
which existed with the Japanese, but 
the country’s immigration laws long 
observed what is unofficially but com- 


monly called the “white Australia” pol- . 


icy. 

This means that except in unusual 
circumstances such as marriage to an 
Australian citizen or long legal resi- 
dence in the country, immigration of 
non-Huropeans is prohibited, 

Educators, religious leaders, various 
social and professional organizations 
and even an occasional political figure 
now call for abandonment or at least 
modification of this policy. 

Some cite humanitarian reasons, 
others the growing trade between Aus- 
tralia and southeast Asia and a com- 
mon aim of resisting what Australian 
Jeaders regard as the growing menace 
of Communist China, 

Viewing the problem realistically, it 
can be said safely that a majority of 
Australians still favor the “white Aus- 
tralia” policy although many of them 
wish it was not expressed in those 
words. 

Both of Australia’s’ major political 
parties publicly skirt the issue as dip- 
lomatically as possible and there is no 
sign whatever of agitation in parlia- 
ment to admit even token numbers of 
non-Huropeans as migrants. 

Bven so, increasing numbers of na- 
tionally known Australians continue 
to urge the government to at least 
modify the ban against immigration 
of non-Huropeans, 

ee (fee 

The government has approached the 
problem by admitting thousands of 
Asian students into its universities. The 
government insists politely but firmly 
that they return to their respective 
homes once their schooling has ended 
—usually with the warm blessing of 
each student’s home country, 

Last month, Sir Alan Watt, former 
permanent head of the Department of 
External Affairs and present director 
of the Australian Institute of Interna- 
tional Affairs, urged a “public burial 
ceremony” for the phrase “white Aus- 
tralia.” He urged the admission of a 
limited number of non-Wuropeans to 
Australia as prospective citizens. 

“The yery phrase ‘white Australia’, 
though in no sense official, haunts the 
Australian diplomat in Asia trying to 
build up goodwill,” he said,

Not So Dumb 


In this age of affluence, says its ecrit- 
ies, people are easily induced to over- 
spend on keeping up with the Joneses 
and to over-borrow in order to do it. 
To protect us against our follies, yar- 
jous reformers have suggested control 
of advertising and various government 
groups have sponsored controls on 
borrowing and credit buying. But a 
news story out of Chicago says that a 
20-year research study of the public’s 
spending habits indicates, as the news 
report puts it, that “the consumer is 
not so dumb.” 

Published as The Mass Consumption 
Society, George Katona’s study is bas- 
ed on the findings of the Survey Re- 
search Center of the University of 
Michigan, where he directs the econ- 
omic behaviour program. It is a book 
that paints an unorthodox picture of 
the consumer and his role jn the afflu- 
ent society. The majority of families, 
he says, now have discretionary pur- 
chasing power and constantly replace 
and enlarge their supply of consumer 
goods, but they. are sensible buyers and 
not easily swayed by high pressure 
selling. 


Most people, he concludes are not ; 


looking for the easy existence, but are 
motivated by concrete: rewards to work 
hard to improve their lives. They are 
very concerned with security, but 
mainly expect to gain it on their own 
and conscientiously save for retirement. 

They are increasingly attracted to 
common stocks as an investment, and 
are careful users of instalment’ credit. 
They are resentful of inflation, often 
refraining from buying when prices ad- 
vance or are expected to — which is in 
contrast to the widely held theory that 
they step up purchases at such times, 

_ thus reinforcing inflation. 

There haye always been those who, 
undervaluing the public’s taste and in- 
telligence, have wished to be over-pro- 
tective of its welfare. “It is a general 
popular error,” the British statesman 
Edmund Burke said two centuries ago, 
“to support the loudest complainer for 
the public to be the most anxious for its 
welfare.”

Giant Laser 


When Arthur Garratt, regular nar- 
rator of the BBC General Overseas Ser- 
vice ‘Science and Industry’ programme, 
was in the United States recently, he 
made a point of visiting the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories in New York to see 
the longest laser in the world. Report- 
ing in the programme, he included a re- 
cording of the conyersation he had with 
the man who built it, Dr. Robert Zitter. 

Lasers, a product of the present de- 
cade, were really light amplifiers, Gar- 
ratt explained, capable of producing 
light of great intensity and, perhaps 
even more important, of precise fre- 
quency. “Only a laser can produce 
coherent light, that is, light composed 
of continuous waves. Broadly, there 
are two kinds—a crystal laser which 
can produce short pulses of prodigious 
power, and gas lasers which operate 
at much lower peak intensity, but con- 
tinuously.” The ordinary gas laser 
was a few feet long but the giant at the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories was thirty 
feet long. 

Dr. Zitter explained that it was pos- 
sible to introduce any gas into the tube, 
and the first object of his team was to 
research into the gases put inside it. 
The second use was to put a known gas 
inside and use the light to do research 
on other optical phenomena. Advantag- 


es of its size were that, in the study of 


little-known gases, the long light path 


' enabled them to get more amplifica- 


tion every time the light passed down 


' the tube, and, in studying a particular 


aspect of a gas which had a very weak 
amplification to begin with, the length 
enabled them to obtain an oscillation 
of light back and forth, which would 
not be possible in a shorter tube. 


Dr. Zitter pointed out that a crystal, - 


or solid laser put out all its power in a 
single brief flash, and there followed 
quite a wait before it charged up and 
another pulse could be put out. A peak 
power of many millions of watts could 
be reached, but it was very quickly ov- 
er. Multiplying the peak power by its 
duration, the total power was only of 
the order of several watts, whereas a 
long gas laser could put out as much as 
one watt on a continuous basis—in 
fact, about the same amount of power. 
If this could be modulated with speech, 
he said, it would be possible to carry as 
many radio, television, telephone and 
communication channels as existed in 
the world at present. This was one of 
the uses that the Bell Telephone Sys- 
tem had in mind, and it would have par- 
ticular advantages in overcoming prob- 
lems of space communication, since 
the beam from the gas laser Was so 
completely parallel that there was rel- 
atively little loss in transmission over 


enormous distances.

Flint Knapping 

In the quiet county town of Brandon 
(Suffolk) one of Britain’s oldest ex- 
port trades is slowly dying. x 

A few miles away in Grime’s Graves, 
a pre-historic flint mine where Stone- 
Age man once hewed out his axe-heads, 
which attracts a host of tourists every 
year. 

It has been said that the Napoleonic 
wars were fought on Brandon flints 
and, even today, many places in Africa 
where old-fashioned miuzzle-loading 
flintlocks are still used get their flint 
supplies from Brandon. Flint gun 
clubs exist in America, Britain and 
BHurope. . 

Large flints are used in the building 
and repairing of flint buildings and in 
the walls of Windsor Castle flints con- 
stantly have to be replaced, since tour- 
ists dig them out as souyenirs. 

But now only one “flint knapper’’ re- 
mains in Brandon; 60-year-old Arthur 
(Trix) Drewry, the only employee of 
the Edwards family who have been in 
the flint business for over 300 years, 
sits all day tapping with his hammers. 

At the beginning of the last century 
more than 100 flint knappers were at 
work, but now only “Trix’’ Drewry re- 
mains and, as he says, “There is no 
one to follow me”. When he finally 
puts down his hammers it may be the 
end of an industry which once made 
Brandon “the arsenal of Britain”.

TIPS ON COOKING MEAT 


meat shrinks during cooking 
and this loss gives fewer serv- 
ings for your money. ‘ But 
something can be done to pre- 
vent too much shrinkage ac- 
cording to food specialists at 
Macdonald Institute Food and 
Nutrition Department. 
choose a high quality cut of 
meat without an excess of in- 
ternal fat. This fat melts and 
is lost in cooking. 

Then choose the correct 
oven temperature. Low tem- 
peratures produce roasts 
which are moist, tender and 
more appetizing. It has been 
proven that low oven tempera- 
tures require less fuel to 
roast meat than do high tem- 
peratures. 


The idea temperatures for 
beef; veal, lamb and cured 
pork is 300 degrees F. (Pou!- 
try may be roasted at 325 de- 
grees F.) Fresh pork must al- 
ways be cooked at 350 degrees 
F. 

Pork should always be well- 
done with no hint of pinkness 
|showing. Veal, poultry and 
|lamb also are best if well-done. 
Beef of course may be roast- 
ed to any of the stages: rare, 
medium or well-done. 

A meat thermometer is the 
most satisfactory method of 
determining doneness. It 
should be inserted into the 
thickest part of the meat be- 
ing roasted. These tempera- 
tures can be used as a guide 
to tell if the meat is cooked: 


medium beef - 160 degrees F.; 
|Well-done beef - 176 degrees 


/F.; cured pork and veal - 
/170 degrees KF; lamb - 
180 degrees F.; fresh 


pork - 185 degrees F.; and 
poultry (in thigh) - 190 degrees 

Remember that meat con- 
tinues cooking about 10 minu- 
tes after being taken from the 
oven. Allow meat to stand 15 
minutes before slicing; it will 
“set” and carving will be much 
easier.

STUFFING THE 
CHRISTMAS BIRD 

Spicy, moist stuffing is one 
of the best complements for 
a golden brown roasted turkey 
or chicken. Follow these sug- 
gestions from the Foods De- 
partment at Macdonald Insti- 
tute, Guelph and you will have 


a perfect stuffing for the bird 
on your holiday table. 


Two or three day old bread 
is best for stuffing. If dressing 
is pressed lightly into a ball, 
it should break apart when re- 
leased. Otherwise, after roast- 
ing and absorbing the juices, 
the stuffing will be soggy. 

Allow one cup of stuffing for 
each pound of ready-to-cook 


fowl, A 24-ounce loaf of bread} 


should make about 12 cups of 
dressing.

THE TRUTH ABOUT THIS HAZARD OF NUCLEAR 
WAR IS OFTEN SHROUDED IN UNREALISTIC 


OPTIMISM OR GLOOM . .. HERE ARE SOME FACTS: 


Sixteen years haye passed 
since the Almargordo tests 
ushered in the atomic age. 
Since then, nuclear weapons 
have been used twice in war 
and tested often in peace. The 
H-Bomb has been developed 
and the nuclear “club” has 
widened its membership. Scar- 
cely a week since 1945 has 
gone by without public dis- 
cussion of nuclear war and its 
implications. 

Still, according to officials 
of the federal government’s 
Emergency Health Services 
Division, Department of Na- 
tional Health and Welfare, 
misconceptions about nucelar 
weapons and their effects arc 
common. The division, which 
counts public education an jm- 
portant part of its program, 
feels this to be patricularly 
true of the radiation hazard. 

“The basic problem’, says 
division chief Dr, A. ©. Hard- 
man, “is fear of the unknown. 
Radiation has become a word 


tones. People have jumped 
to the conclusion that radia- 
tion is all-powerful, that at- 
tempts at protection are fu- 
tile. It is essential that Ca- 
nadians understand the true 
facts about radiation and its 
dangers”. 

Authorities stress that there 
are different kinds of radia- 
tion caused by nuclear explos-; 
ions. These present different 
hazards to the human at differ- 
ent times. Radiation occurr- 
ing at the moment of detona- 
tion differes in its effects from 
that of early fallout. Early 
fallout differs in its effects) 
from that which appears) 
months later. 

“We must avoid the extre- 
es of pessimism and optimism” | 
says Dr. Hardman. ‘“This) 
can only be done by giving the | 
public an understanding of the 
facts of the problem”. 

IMMEDIATE RADIATION 

When a large nuclear bomb 
explodes at or near ground le- 
vel, it creates a huge fire-ball| 
up to three miles across. Blast 
heat and radiation are given 
off at this time. The immediate 
or “flash” radiation includes 
both neutrons and gamma 
rays. Neutron particles can| 
penetrate materials and can) 
make some radioactive. How- 
ever their range is far shorter| 
than that of blast and heat 
damage. The neutron radia- 
tion hazard to individuals 
would be far out weighed by 
the hazards of blast and heat. 

Gamma radiation is highly 
penetrating and is similar to 
the familiar x-ray. Gamma rays 
in sufficient amounts can 
cause radiation sickness and 
death. But they do NOT, as 
many people beileve, have the 
power to make material or 
bodies radioactive. This 
“flash” gamma radiation lasts 
only a few seconds. Its effect- 
ive range, though greater than 
that of neutrons, is less than 
that of blast or heat. People 
who survive the blast and heat 
can survive this initial radia- 
tion. 

In brief, for people in the 
farget area, the chief hazard 
is blast and heat. For those 
further away, radiation from 
fallout looms as the chief dan- 
ger. 

FALLOUT

Fallout has its birth in the 
fireball and to trace its de- 
velopment we must return to 
the explosion. 

Rising fast — 1,500 feet ‘n 
the first second — the fireball 
swells as it rusts, sucking up 
in its “mushroom stem”, 
large quantities of earth and 
debris, pulverized by the ex- 
plosion into dust. As the fire- 
ball climbs cooler air turns its 
vaporized radio-active _ele- 
ments back into solids. The 
dust rising with it is coated 
with radio-active materials, 
forming a cloud at great 
heights. Then the dust beings 
to fall. This is fallout. Simple 
everyday dust, made danger- 
ous by its radioactive coating. 
The heavier particles fall 
faster and being to reach the 
ground thirty minutes later. 
The fallout continues for se- 
veral hours with particles car- 
ried by the winds to greater 
distances. This early fallout 
is the main source of rediation 
danger in the period imme- 
diately after an attack. 

The lightest particles of all 
will circle the earth at great 
altitudes, coming down weeks} 
or months later. While the ear- 
lier fallout shows its effects 
within days, the later world-)

ation survey instruments. | 

Perhaps the most wide-; 
spread misunderstanding is a- 
bout the nature of radiation it- 
self. Fallout dust carries two} 
principal types of radiation: 
beta and gamma. Neither can 
make other materials radio- 
active, bpt they can be harm- 
ful in other ways. 

Gamma rays are the major 
source of external hazard. 
With sufficient intensity and 
for a long enough time, they 
can cause radiation sickness 
and death. But protection is 
possible. Placing heayy ma- 
terial such as concrete, earth 
or lead between the radiation 
and yourself reduces radiation. 
Placing distance between radi- 
ation and yourself reduces its 
effectiveness. The most signi- 
ficant reducing factor ‘is de- 
cay. If the radiation rate af 
the hour of explosion fs a leth- 
al 3,000 roentgens per hour, 
it will drop seven hots later, | 
jthrough decay, to 300 r/p.h) 
Forty-nine hours Jater it will 
be down to 30 r/p.h. Two 
weeks later: 3 r/p.h.

danger can be removed. Far 
more hazardous are the large 
quantities of dust clinging to 
streets, houses, autmobiles. 
and other objects, concentrat- 
ed and, at first lethal. 

“But you have to breathe. 
Won't radioactive dust enter 
your lungs?” — is a common 
question at fallout shelter 
demonstrations. It will, but 
scientists say that early fall- 
out particles are too large to 
be absorbed by the lungs. Dan- 
ger from inhalation is consid- 
ered small. 


Beta radiation — also emit- 
ted by the dust — are differ- 
ent from gamma radiations. 
Unlike gamma, they cannot 
harm you greatly from the out- 
side, They are stopped by a 
few feet of air, layers of cloth- 
ing and outer layers of skin. 
Beta rays from dust left too 
long on the skin will cause a 
redness and eventual ulcera- 
tion (often misconstrued as 
“burns”). But the real dan- 
ger from beta is internal. If 
radioactive dust enters the 
body through wounds or 
through contaminated food or 


caused by beta radiations 
many months or years later. 


A knowledge of these facts 
about fallout can go a long 


tainly it would offset the fatal- 
istic approach exemplified by 
a famous novel and motion 
picture which portrays a whole 
population meekly accepting 
death by radiation without 
making any effort to survive. 


“Education of the public a- 
bout these facts is one of our 
most pressing tasks”, says Dr. 
Hardman. “The facts them- 
selves are serious enough as 
they stand. Confusion and ex- 
aggeration only add to the pro- 
blem”.

These counties were measur- 
ably well populated and for 
those times fairly prosperous. 
They also contained several 
villages such as Bath, Amelias- 
bury, Adolphnstown, Hallo- 
well, Napanee and Belleville 
and these villages all look- 
ed to Kingston as 
their capital Here in King- 
ston in October 16th, 1820, he 
opened his first shop. 

As was the custom of the 
times, they lived above the 
shop and of the five children 
born to them only three sur- 
vived the tragic disasters of 
childhood. William the old- 
est died in infancy before they 
left Scotland, and their sec- 
ond boy James died as a result 
of a blow from a man who 
worked for them.

Comment: Before many of} 
my reader-friends tag me as a 
Horrible Harry for using the 
term Horible Harriets in de- 
scribing women who are at the} 
mercy of their glands before 
their menses, let me raise my 
protective shield: many wo- 
men who suffer from premen- 
strual tension realize how try- 
ing they are on their husband 
and children — and haye used 
more severely descriptive 
phrases in identifying them- 
selves. 

I think the chief clue is that 
the normal sweet-tempered Sue 
has a complete reversal in 
temperment for a few days 
every month before her period. 
This should make her, and her 
doctor, suspicious of premen- 


strual tension. There are other 
| symptoms: 


emotional, physi- 
cal and mental, In some form 
or other, they affect from 50 
to 90 per cent of menstruating 
women. One of the common- 
est signs is weight gain and 
bloating, (Clothes don’t fit.) 
The symptoms may affect 


social relations: cause resent-| 


ment in husband, fear in 
children, and dismember long 
friendship relations. They may 
cause passionate outbursts 
with actual physical attacks on 
the innocent. They may re- 
duce judgement on the job. 
The symptoms may arise in 
practically any part of the 
body: heart, lungs, stomach 
and intestines, kidneys, skin, 
ete. 
MANY UNAWARE 
OF CAUSE 

Such patients may come to 
their doctor completely un- 
aware that the apparant 
trouble in the heart or lungs or 
skin is actually due to premen- 
strual tension. Likewise for an 
attack of sinusitis, severe head- 
ache, depression, acne or ex- 
treme weakness. Often, the 
condition aggravates already 
present disease like migraine, 
psoriasis, arthritis, epilepsy, 


asthma, psychoses. 

As you can see, diagnosis is 
most important. Once on the 
wrong track, the patient suf- 
fers unnecessarily for years — 
and so do others associated 
with her. 

In a study of 614 patients, 
Alice I. Macaulay, M.D., Clinic 
Director of. Grasslands Hos- 
pital, Valhalla, N.Y., found that 
under treatment all symptoms 
disappeared in 41 per cent 
(252 patients), Results were 
good in 45 per cent (276 pa- 
tients). Only fair in 8 per cent 
(49). Of no help in only 6 per 
cent (37). 

Here were some of her re- 
sults: Bloating and weight gain 
affected 100 per cent of the 
group (86 per cent improved). 
Irritability and or nervousness 
affected 180 per cent (72 per 
cent improved). Headache af- 
fected 43 per cent (82 per cent 
improved). Depression affect- 
ed 12 per cent of the 614 pa- 
tients. (75 per cent improv- 
ed.) Abnormal appetite or 
sleep pattern affected 10 per 
cent. (80 per cent of these im- 
proved.) Dysmenorrhea (pain- 
ful menstruation) was relieved 
or reduced in 72 patients.

Why don’t they care? 

Across Canada, voting in this year's 
local elections, always poor, appears to 
have been lighter than ever. In many 
cities and towns, Toronto being a case 
in point, hardly more than one third of 
those eligible bothered to cast a ballot. 

Making due allowance for the sick, 
the infirm and those suddenly called 
out of town, the great bulk of re- 
maining non-voters seem to fall into 
our categories. There are the cynical

week”) and the basically disinterested 
(“I don’t know enough about te)

Twelve months ago, the two proba-~ 
bilities influencing Mr. Gordon in the 
direction of a stand-pat budget were 
those of yet another massive’ deficit 
and of an economy capable of strong 
expansion in the ensuing year without 
the stimulus of tax cuts. The situation 
is a good deal different today. 

Thanks to an even more vigorous 
economic performance in 1964 than 
had been foreseen, federal government 
revenues haye risen much more sharp- 
ly than expected. In consequence, 
meaningful tax reductions can now 
better be afforded than at any time in 
the past several years. 

By far the most important single rea- 
Son for urging such reductions in the 
upcoming budget, however, is their 
likely impact on the course of business 
activity in 1965. True, the immediate 
economic outlook continues to be good. 
But with four consecutive years of ex- 
pansion now behind us, some slowing 
of the growth rate is indicated as goy- 
ernment spokesmen admit. 

There are those who may see no 
great cause for alarm in a slower rate 
of growth. But, with young Canad- 
fans entering the labour force in re- 
cord numbers, what is needed is not 
fewer new job opportunities but more. 
A lower tempo of business activity, of 
course, also means smaller government 
revenues than would otherwise be the 
case. 

Would early tax cuts, in fact, avert 
any slackening in expansion? In an-

For a Centennial Wing 


If the old home town wants a project 
for the centennial celebration of Canada 
as a self-governing country, the local 
people might think about Dr. William 
Douglas. And his contribution to the 
area in which he was born. 


Dr. Douglas started to practise medi- 
cine when he was 21 years old, on July 
1, 1867, his birthday. History is a lit- 
tle obscure as to how he became a med- 
ical doctor, but it may be assumed that 
he had been an apprentice to an older 
practitioner. Dr. Douglas in the early 
days went about his rounds on horse- 
back, carrying the then known tools of 
his profession. Probably these were 
only a stethoscope and a forceps in a 
saddle bag. 


Although he lived well into the era 
of the motor car, he was Wont to ex- 
pound on the superiority of the horse. 
Only one thing could be better than a 
horse and that would be a pair of horses 
pulling a smart buggy or cutter. Horses 
in snow could break trail better than 
an automobile. 


Eyen by today’s standards he un- 
doubtedly was a good doctor. There 
Was no hospital in the community and 
many an operation was performed on 
the kitchen table in the home of the 
patient. Any doctor of today is likely 
to express admiration of the old timers 
who, with limited facilities and a know- 
ledge gained outside a medical school, 
often seemed to work miracles. 

Dr. Douglas became a wealthy man, 
but not by charging or collecting from 
his patients. A good part of the village 
was the Douglas farm which gradually 


Food Myths are Exposed 


Fish and celery are not brain foods. 
Beets do not build blood, and yogurt 
will not Keep one young. So states an 
article in.the January Reader’s Digest 
which also explodes these and many 
other long-accepted theories about the 
food we eat. 

The writer, Frederick J. Stare, a 
professor of nutrition, says he has been 
asked a thousand such questions by 
readers of his syndicated column. And 
there is little difference between quer- 
ies from people of modest schooling 
and those from college graduates. In- 
deed,” says Stare, “I am beginning to 
think the better educated a man is, the 
greater his skill in summoning up 
pseudo-science to support the latest 
food fad.” ‘ 

In 2 few instances, the seemingly un- 
canny powers of certain foods have 
been scientifically explained. We now 
know, for example, that limes or lem- 
ons cured scurvy because of their vit- 
amin © content. Rice polishings pre- 
vented beriberi by reason of the vita- 
min B1, or thiamine, they provided. An 
ancient treatment for goiter was dried 
or burned sponge, a rich source of 
iodine. 

However, according to the article, a 
half-truth or a distorted scientific fact 
sometimes will give rise to a food 
myth. For instance, many believe that 
rare steak will make you strong. Cer- 
tainly it is rich in good-quality protein. 
But so are fish, eggs, milk — and over- 
cooked steak. 

Contrary to populdr myth, there is 
no reason to increase your consump- 
tion of vitamins as you grow older. 
They serve primarily to help metabolize 
food and thus to produce energy and 
build and repair body tissues. Since 
total food intake diminishes (or should 
diminish) with the years, the elderly in 
general have less need for vitamins 
than younger folk. At any age, 


was cut up into lots and sold piecemeal.

“Well, Billy, give me $6 and I will give 
you a receipt in full.” 

The local hospital which was built 
from his estate is in need of an enlarge- 
ment (what hospital isn’t?). The 
community has grown. More people go 
to hospital in these times and for more 
things. Nowadays people are likely 
to recover from illness in hospital. Not 
Many generations ago, anyone who 
went to a hospital were deemed to have 
reached the end. 

If the community really wishes to do 
something outstanding in the way of 
a centennial, it could do no better than 
to enlarge and rededicate the hospital 
for the care of ills and the ease of suf- 
fering.

It is reported thirteen of the 18 di- 
rectors of Farmers Allied Meat Hnter- 
prises Co-operative Ltd, resigned Fri- 
day after being criticized for an appar- 
ent loss of $1,500,000, but nine of them 
were later re-elected. 

At the meeting shareholders in 
FAME demanded that the provincial 
fovernment guarantee a bank loan for 
FAME equal to the appraised value of 
the F. W. Fearman Packing Co. which 
FAME agreed to purchase last year for 
$3,500,000. 

FAMB paid $1,500,000 in August and 
was to pay another $1,000,000 on Noy- 
ember 30 but failed to raise the money. 
In total FAMN, received four exten- 
sions of time but was unable to pay for 
the plant which reverted to its prev- 
ious owner B. R. Gunner, an English 
meat packer, 

This means 13,000 Ontario farm- 
ers have lost their $1,500,000 down 
dayment on the plant, however Mr. 
Gunner said he would seriously recon- 
sider the whole question if FAME's fi- 
nancial position changes appreciably 
over the next three months. “I would 
be morally obliged to do something. It 
would be diffcult not to help them”, he 
added. 

Probably FAMB would have to find 
$2,000,000, reports “The Rural Co- 
operator.’, In addition at least $500,- 
000 working capital would be needed. 

We are sorry that the investers in 
FAMB have apparently lost their mon- 
ey but we cannot see why the provin- 
cial government should be asked to 
float a loan. It is up to the co-opera- 
tive movement in Canada to get behind 
the project if they wish to solve the 
FAME crisis. These farmers are not 
the first to have lost money in co-opera- 
tive ventures. Prior to the successful 
establishment of the Rochdale Society 
of Equitable Pioneers in 1844 in Roch- 
dale, England, the first successful con- 
sumers’ co-operative, hundreds of at- 


More Money, more jobs 

Ottawa, (UPI) — The economic 
Council of Canada said Tuesday the 
average Canadian will be making more 
money and enjoying a better standard 
of living with more educational and 
job opportunities for his children by 
1970. 

He will be earning more — 23.8 
per cent more than now—and there 
will be an added 1.5 mililon jobs avail- 
able. The growth in personal income 
will almost double the income growth 
rate between 1926 - 63. 

While earning more, he also will 
spend more. Per capita consumer 
spending, based on an annual three per 
cent growth rate over the seyen-year 
period, will reach $1,775—almost dou- 
ble the average per capita consumer 
spending of the late 1920's. 

The average Canadian will have more 
neighbours, with the urbanization 
swing continuing and population ex- 
pected to reach 22 million urban 
growth will thrive on greater resident- 
ial construction, with emphasis on ap- 
artment construction. 

The urbanization trend also will 
mean improved roads, streets and 
transportation services, but these im- 
provements are expected to be count- 
ered by a 33 per cent increase in the 
number of motor vehicles being used 
in Canada. 

Of immediate interest to the average 
Canadian will be the council’s call for 
expansionist economic policies, with 
the stress on the need for a tax cut. 
And in the long run, tax rates will be 
without major change. 

But Mr. Canada, if he is earning 
more, also will pay more, despite the 
fact that rates may not change. The 
Council, in forecasting the next sey- 
en years, estimates that government 
revenues will almost double from the 
present $12,900,000,000 to $24,250,000,- 
000. 

But there will be more taxpayers to 
share the tax load, and increased rey- 
enues from the higher ayerage salary 
scale. 

As unemployment soars—to an ex- 
pected 7,883,000 in the labour force 
by 1970—unemployment is expected to 
decline to what the HCC views as a 


realistic goal of three per cent jobless. - 


Mr. Canada will have problems in 
the years ahead. Wducation and tech- 
nical skill will become more and more 
important, and old jobs will disappear. 
This will require greater mobility and 
flexibility from the average worker to 
adapt himself to new working condi- 
tions. 

Education itself, while becoming 
more available, may be hamstrung by 
a lack of qualified teachers, professors 
and staff. The economic report noted 
with concern that the average Canad- 
lan was less qualified than his Amerl- 


tempts had failed and thousands of 
people lost money. Warly socialist 
Robert Owen constructed a co-opera- 
tive community in New Lanarkshire, 
Scotland, under co-operative principles 
with nonprofitmaking stores which 
failed, and then established in 1825 the 
ill-fated community of New Harmony, 
Ind. and the National Hquitable Labour 
BPxchange and other co-operative soci- 
eties trading goods for labour, which 
were also doomed to failure. 

After a shaky start, FAM took many 
months to gather reasonable working 
capital, however never raised sufficient 
money to start plant construction. By 
the end of June FAM® had raised $2,- 
292,710 ($1,863,400 in common shares 
and $896,000 in debentures). How- 
ever almost $1,000,000 of this money 
had been spent on land purchase, fees, 
collection and administration expenses. 

Thus, there was no money left to 
complete the Pearman plant purchase. 
The FAME organization bought the 
Fearman plant as an alternative to 
builaing one at Ayr which would have 
cost close to $4,000,000. 

The purchase was considered a quick 
way of bringing FAME members into 
the packing business. For some months 
there had been unrest among share- 
holders because of lack of action on the 
part of the directors. 

We feel now FAME must look to the 
co-operatives for help rather than the 
provincial government. The~ provin- 
cial government turned FAME down 
when it tried to raise funds for the 
second payment on January 4th. 

As we said earlier, we do not like to 
see farmers lose their money, but they 
must have realized at the start this was 
not a sure-thing money maker Co- 
operatives in Europe and Britain are 
among the biggest businesses in the 
world. But they too have seen many 
failures, during the building of the Co- 
operative movement.

What to doin Accidents 


Do you know exactly what you 
should do if involved in an auto acci- 
dant.? Ifyoudon’t, your insurance 
coverage may be in jeopardy, as well as 
your licence. An article in the Janu- 
ary Reader's Digest lists six things 
you should do right away. 

1) Stop immediately as close to the 
Scene as possible without blocking traf- 
fic, If the vehicles can’t be moyed out 
of the traffic lanes, put out flares or 
other warning or ask bystanders to flag 
down oncoming cars. Turn off the 
ignition. Do not smoke (gasoline 
may be leaking). 

2) Count 10 before saying anything. 
Trivial accidents have ended in brawls 
because tempers flared. 

8) Get assistance for the injured, 
Hxcept to avoid further injury, do not 
move anyone who may be hurt. Call 
an ambulance. Unless you are a train- 
ed first-aider, the less you do for the 
injured the better. 

4) Notify police immediately if any- 
one has been injured or if property 
damage appears to exceed $100. 

5) Exchange identification with the 
other driver. Give him the name of 
your insurance company, but don’t re- 
veal the amount of coverage you hold. 
Get the names and addresses of all oc- 
cupants of the other car and note their 
apparent physical condition. 

6) Make a record of all pertinent 
facts. Take down the police officer's 
name, badge number, force and station. 
If you suspect the other driver has been 
drinking, ask the police officer to give 
both of you a chemical test or, alter- 


natively, to note your request in his re- 


port. Draw a diagram showing the 
type of intersection, if any; the point 
of impact; the position of the cars, If 
anyone is taken to a hospital, get its 
name and location. 

Here are four things you are not re- 
quired to do: You need not make any 
admissions to the police, either at the 
Scene or at the station house; you need 
not admit fault; you are not required 
to sign anything at the scene for any- 
body but the police; you are not requir- 
ed to state whether or not you are hurt. 

To sum up: if an accident should oc- 
cur, be courteous, co-operative and 
reasonable. But don’t be naive.

Conclusion 

In conclusion, there are at 
least five salient points which 
arise out of civil emergency 
planning, and, in particular, 
out of the arrangements for the 
continued operation of govern- 
ment during emergencies: 

* The emergency plans pre- 
pared by government must 
have a continuous capability 
of being implemented instant- 
ly; 

* Civil defence is in reality 
total government in action dur- 
ing an emergency; 

* Emergency planning in 
peacetime cannot be divorced 


from the everday activities of 


government, anid is a continu- 
ous process; 


* Emergency planning re-| 


sponsibilities that are inher- 
ently the responsibility of a 


particular department of gov- 


ernment cannot effectively be 


assigned to other agencies of 


government; 


* Plans for the survival of 


the population cannot be de- 
veloped in isolation from the 


plans for the continued oper- 


ation of government.

And that guess is cystitis (in- 
flammation of the urinary 
bladder), 

Sometimes sulfa is used 
other times antibiotics (several 


the type of germ that has 
caused the bladder infection. 
Sometimes medicines are ap- 
plied to the bladder wall itself. 

If your trouble is cystitis, 
remember it can be stubborn. 
It resists treatment. Your doc- 
tor may be correct when he 
says you'll be fine. However, 
in your present state, I think 
you deserve the answers you 
seek. 

If he won’t explain, you have 
the right to ask for consulta- 
tion-if only for peace of 
mind. Don’t hesitate to ask. 
Too many frustrated patients 
are actually afraid to ask for| 
consultation.

Businesswomen relive sixty years 
of history highlights in club talk 


Members of the Business 
and Professional Women’s

Justice, though late 


Frankfurt, Germany (UPI) — Time 
and the law have finally caught up with 
Hitlers “desk killers'’—the men who 
gave orders but never dipped their 
hands in the blood of Nazism’s Jewish 
victims. 

Twenty years after Nazi hangman 
Adolf Hichmann all but wiped ont Hur- 
opean Jewry’s last refuge in Hungary, 
his two closest henchmen now face the 
verdict of a war crimes court. 

Otto Hunsche, 58, and Hermann 
Krumevy 59, have been on_- trial 
for eight months, charged ~ with 
helping Bichmann ship 437,000 of Hun- 
gary’s million Jews to the Auschwitz 
‘gas chambers, Now the trail has end- 
ed and a verdiet is expected in about 
three weeks: 

The fwo former SS officers have 
maintained from the start they killed 
no one, that they were functionaries 
obeying orders and signing papers — 
seme of which sent Jews to Auschwitz 
in sealed cattle cars. 

They have claimed repeatedly they 
knew nothing of gassings and mass 
murder. They thought, they swore, 
they were deporting the thousands of 
refugees to a “work camp.” 

“The acts of Krumey and Hunsehe 
elearly qualify as murder,” prosecuting 
attorney Hans Grossman said in de- 
Mmanding life imprisonment, Germany's 
maximum sentence, for the defendants. 

The prosecution insisted both accus- 
ed knew precisely what they were do- 
ing and shared responsibility with Bich- 
Mann for the mass killings, 

Eichmann, his deputy Krumey, and 
legal advisor Hunsche were sent to 
Hungary in 1944 with a small staff of 
SS experts on “Jewish affairs” to or- 
ganize the biggest pogrom in history, 
the charges said. 

Once in Budapest, according to the 
War Crimes Court, Hichmann and staff 
forced councils of prominent Jewish 
citizens to help them register and 
round up in Ghettos nearly all of Hun- 
gary’s Jews. 

After that, Lt. Col. Krumey and 
Capt. Hunsche took an active — even 
eonscientious—part in procuring trains 
to take the Jews from the Ghettos on 


the one-way ride to Auschwitz, the - 


prosecution charged. 


“No, no... that’s not true at all” a 


red faced Krumey exclaimed on one ac- 
easion. ‘When I came to Budapest 1 
just hing around the. Astoria Hotel 
and went - winodw-shopping — 1 had 
nothing to do.” 

Hunsche, a former judge, claimed he 
was too busy with the legal complexi- 
ties of converting Jewish property to 
SS bank accounts to have anything to 
do with deportations to Auschwitz, 

Prosecutor Grossman termed Hun- 
sehe and Krumey “desk killers who did 
not kill with their hands — they were

The late Joel Brand, whose testi- 
mony helped send Bichmann to the Is- 
raeli gallows, told the court shorty be- 
for his fourth and fatal heart attack 
that Hungarian Jews bargained yainly 
with Krumey to prevent that annihila- 
tion, 

He said prominent Jews offered $2 
million payment to save the lives of 
their people from the gas chambers 
only to he hetrayed when Wichmann’s 
killer squads began their roundup in 
spring, 1944, 

Krumey’s demands for more money, 
Brand said, led to the ill-fated “Truck 
Bargair’, in which Hichmann promised 


_the-liyes of one million Jews if Brand 


could get the Nazis 10,000 trucks from 
the Allies, 

“The “bargain” was rejected hy the 
British, Brand said, and 437,000 Hun- 
arian Jews went to their deaths. 

Testimony revealed how Hunsche 
and Krumey were brought to trial so 
long after the “Thousand Year Reich” 
collapsed in the rubble of the Fuehrer's 
Berlin Bunker. 

Hunsche had melted into the semi- 
obscurity of his small-town law prac- 
tice in Westphalia. Knrumey fathered 
four ehildren and ran a family drug- 
Store in the Black Worest Village of 
Morbach. Roth men enjoyed local re- 
spectability—until 1962 and the Wich- 
mann trial. 

Hichmann, himself snatched from 
carefully woyen obscurity in South 
America by Tsraeli agents, shattered 
the cozy world of lawyer Hunsche and 
druggist, Knumey when he stood in the 
defendant's box in a Jerusalem court- 
Traom and named as his closest hench- 
men in the Hungarian pogrom—Hun- 
sche and Krumey.Then the two men 
found themselves confronted with a

Although Lindsay has ac- 
quired a waste stabilization 
pond for the treatment of 
sewage flows, it is obvious that 
a considerable quantity of sew- 
age is discharged through mun- 
icipal storm sewer outlets to 
the Scugog River, and, there- 
fore, does not receive treat- 
ment. Also, there are objec- 
tionable flows from some in- 
dustrial plants. 

This is the view expressed in 
a report of a water pollution 
survey of the Victoria County 
town carried out by the Ontario 
Water Resources Commission 
during the summer of 1964. 
The report has just been re- 
leased publicly by the OWRC. 

The report added “it is gra- 
tifying toe report that the local 
officials are aware of the con- 
ditions and are pursing a pro- 
gramme to rectify these prob- 
lems.” 

It was reported that there 
was an intermittent discharge 
of sewage from the “big ditch” 
which terminates at the river 
upstream from the municipal 
water purification plant in-

trol of this localized problem 
must be exerted if the con- 
scientious programme pursued 
by the Lindsay Board of Water 
Commissioners to protect the 
quality of the municipal water 
supply was to be successful. 

The river received objection- 
able flows from some indus- 
trial plants. Some had at-| 
tempted industrial waste treat- 
ment but it was evident that 
additional effort would be ne-) 
cessary to control the quality 
of industrial waste discharges. 

The report recommended 
Lindsay should continue its 
comprehensive programme to 
direct all sanitary wastes and 
most industrial waste flows to 
the municipal waste stabiliza- 
tion pond. This would include 
the exclusion of untreated or 
inadequately treated wastes 
from storm sewers and surface 
drainage systems which dis- 
charge to watercourses. 

Where manufacturing firms, 
discharged industrial wastes 
directly to watercourses, ade- 
quate treatment of these 
wastes should be provided in 
order to minimize the occur- 
rence of averse effects in the 
receiving waters.

Town Planning 


If Lindsay is going to grow and de- 
velop in the future in an orderly fash- 
jon without suffering from pockets of 
blight or unsatisfactory development, 
the municipality must have a suitable 
town plan and by-law. 


Lindsay is-in the last stages of pass- 
ing the proposed zoning by-law and 
we feel this will benefit citizens gener- 
ally. The town has had a town plan of 
sorts since 1957, but to amend this 
plan to meet changing conditions, it 
was necessary each time to submit re- 
quests for changes to the Department 
of Municipa] Affairs and the minister. 
With the new plan and zoning by-law 
council will be able to make necessary 
changes to meet times of change with- 
out the long and tedious procedure of 
appealing to the Municipal Board. 


This particular plan has been exhaust- 

ively studied for three years by . the 
Planning Board, Planning Department 
and council. If any property owner 
feels he is being subjected to hardship 
he can appeal to council and we are 
sure they will give the appeal fair con- 
sideration. Presently, objections can 
be filed with the clerk before February 
5th before the plan is finally passed 
and implemented.

Got You Taped! 


Famed for its monuments and his- 


toric buildings, haunted castles, old 
inns and old treasures, Britain is to 
welcome the 1965 yisitors—on tape. 
It looks as though the patient guide 
to parties of sightseers is to have an 
easier time in future, for transistorised 
tape recordings of British history, with 
ear plugs for private listening, are now 
being prepared for world yisitors. 


This year two recorded systems were 
tried out, one in the Duveen Gallery at 
the British Museum, where the famed 
Hlgin marbles are on show, and a sec- 
ond at St. Paul’s Cathedral, which is 
one of the most popular sights of Lon- 
don—although it is very often said, with 
a certain amount of truth, that the vis- 
itor knows more about the cathedral 
than does the Londoner. 


The taped guides for world yisitors 
are likely to extend this year into Wind- 
sor Castle, the out-of-town home of 
Britain’s Kings and Queens for centur- 
ies, and at Beaulieu, in Hampshire, 
where is housed the world’s most fam- 
ous collection of old cars. In fact, the 
new dimention in sightseeing is likely 
to develop considerably in Britain dur- 
ing the coming year.

January Sales in Moscow 


Moscow (UPI)—Westerners are used 
to the delights of winter sales. Now 
Soyiet shoppers are getting a taste of 
them for the first time. 

The novelty begins with a huge sign 
that decorates a select number of 
stores in this snowy capital. 

It says simply. “Sale of Goods at 
Lowered Prices.” eo 

These days the sign has a double 
meaning. It means a pretty fair deal for 
the consumer and the best of a bad deal 
for the state. 

For this is not just a sale to get rid of 
high-quality, useful, elegant surplus 
goods. 

This is a sale—going on throughout 
the country—to get rid of unsold goods 
valued at more than the fabulous sum 
of $2 billion. 

They didn’t sell at the old prices be- 
cause they were over-priced, or badly 
designed or out of fashion. 

The new Kremlin regime has decided 
the time has come to do something a- 
bout this huge excess whose total value 
is equivalent to two per cent of the na- 
tional annual budget. 

On the one hand, they have slashed 
the prices in hopes of selling off the 
goods. On the other, they have begun 
a drive to improve the Russian consum- 
er goods industry. 

How has it worked? 

In the cut-rate department of Mos- 
cow's cetral market, which this cor- 
respondent visited, business was brisk. 
But it lacked the mad bustle of so many 
sales in New York or London. 

“We have been selling at these low- 
ered prices for more than two months,” 
said one black-uniformed sales girl. 

“And I would say we have been sell- 
ing well.” 


Wapo, THE WELL-MEANING WAITER, 


The cut-rate department was stock- 
ed mainly with cameras, radios, dress- 
es, leather goods, neckties and a very 
wide assortment of textiles. 

Customers were craning over the 
glass counters, examining goods from 
every angle. Some goods were oby- 
iousy better than others. 


Shoes were probably the least ele- 
gant wares. Especially the women’s 
shoes. Prices of plain ones with 
clumsy heels were slashed from $25.96 
to $19.80. Those formerly selling for 
$12.32 went down to $7.70. 

Heavy woolen material was cut from 
$44 a meter (39 inches) to $30.80. 
Some of the lighter printed fabrics like 
Tayon were priced at $4.40 down from 
$5.83. 


A selection of multicoloured, striped 
ties — which were not getting many 
bids—were laid out in a circle on a 
table at about 38 cents apiece. 

Leather bags, including a number of 
nicely turned-out pig-skin ones, were 
selling for as little as $4.40 down from 
eight or $17.60 down from $20. 


All this is definitely interesting to 
the worker whose average wage is 
about $110 a month. 

As the sales continue, a series of fas- 
cinating disclosures are being made a- 
bout the state of the long neglected 
consumer goods industry. 


One of the most sensational tidbits is 
that 400 shoe and light goods factories 
are being told by the authorities to op- 
erate on the profit motive. 

The idea is to stimulate the desire to 
produce more efficiently and to pro- 
duce better goods. Russians hope it 
all means better times are coming.

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For tasty bites with after- 
noon tea when friends drop in, 
try the following two recipes. 

~ RAISIN CHERRYETTES 

4 cups corn flakes or 1 cup 
corn flake crumbs; 1 cup sifted 
flour; 4 teaspoon salt; 94 cup 
soft butter or margarine; 34 
sup sugar; 1 egg; 1 teaspoon 
grated lemon rind; 1 cup flak- 
ed coconut; %4 cup golden or 
dark raisins; 44 cup coarsely 
chopped candied cherries. 

If using corn flakes, crush in- 
to fine crumbs. ‘Sift together 
flour and salt, mix with corn 
flake crumbs. Blend butter 
and sugar until light and flut 
fy. Stir in egg and lemon rind. 
Add dry ingredients; mix well. 
Stir in coconut, raisins and 
cherries. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls onto greased baking 
sheets. Bake in moderate 
oven (350F°.) about 15 min- 
utes. Makes about four dozen 
cookies, two inches in diam-

TURKISH ROLLS 

%e cup butter; 4 ounces 
cream cheese; teaspoon 
vanilla; 4% cup icing sugar; 94 
cup sifted all-purpose flour;

Q. What can I do when I 
happen to mar a finished fur- 
niture surface with a hammer?

This 
expands the wood fibers. 

Q. How can I insure the eas- 
ier peeling of boiled eggs? 

A Boil the eggs in salted 
water and they will peel quick- 
ly and easily.

Victoria County to 
speed road sanding 


Victoria County Roads Sy- 
stem Committee meeting yes- 
terday decided to recommend 
early action in negotiating for 
a hopper type sander for 
County use. Chairman Edward 
Lowes asked committee mem- 
bers to stand with him in a mo- 
ment’s silence in respect to the 
memory of the late Winston 
Churchill at the start of che 
meeting. 

Fast action to secure a hop- 
per type sander followed re- 
ports by the County engineers 
and road foreman Herman 
Buckley that complaints had 
been received from the High 
School Area Board and the 
Provincial Police. Committee 
members were informed that 
County used the older and 
slower worm type spreaders at 
the rear end of the dump box 
and frequenty ran into diffi- 
culty as the sand is applied be- 
hind the truck wheels. This 
type of application is known 
to be a slow procedure at best, 
and Lindsay reeve George Fin- 
ney suggested securing a hop- 
per type sander which could 
cut one third off the time re- 
quired to perform the service.

New York (UPI — Keep your 
mouth shut if you’re involved 
in an auto accident. 

That is, unless talking with a 
law enforcement officer or 
your insurance company repre- 
sentatives. 

Weigh the words when talk- 
ing with the other driver in- 
volved in the mishap. Limit 
the conversation to the ex- 
change of names and addres- 
ses making sure you get his 
license number to guard 
against misrepresentation. 

First and foremost, don’t 
make admissions until your in- 
surance company has had a 
chance to investigate the acci- 
dent. 

A classic example for keep- 
ing quiet until you have talked 
with your insurance company 
is the rear-end collision. 

A popular myth is that the 
driver who hits another car in 
the rear is responsible. Not so, 
according to State Farm Insur- 
ance, biggest auto insurer in 
the United States. 

There are many instances 
where the car in front is re- 
sponsible. In a questionable 
situation it is best to let experts 
decide who was right and who 
was wrong. 

A report from State Farm, 
noting that one in five licensed 
drivers will be involved in an 
auto accident during the next 
year, made these other points 
about conduct after an acci- 
dent.

— Make a careful survey of 
the accident scene. Note any 
skid marks, location of debris, 
traffic contro] signs. If you 
don’t have a measuring tape 
(you probably won’t), stepping 
off distances will do. Should 
you have the family camera in 
the car, pictures of the wreck 
and the area in which it occur- 
red might prove helpful later. 

— Steer clear of the persons 
offering curbstone legal advice. 
Do not, under any circumstan- 
ces, sign any statement or con- 
tract at the scene of the acci- 
dent. Give yourself time to 
collect your thoughts. 

— In cases were injuries are 
involved, early contact with 
your insurance company is im- 
portant. The laws of most 
states don’t require that you 
discuss the circumstances of 
the accident with anyone, in- 
cluding police. You do have 
to tell the police your name, 
address and license plate num- 
ber, and show your driver’s 
license if asked. Information 
you give the police is not consi- 
dered confidential and may be 
used against you in court. 

— if a lawyer is needed, use 
your own or one recommend- 
ed by friends or your insurance 
agent You can be recom- 
mended to a good lawyer by a 
state or local bar association.

Caravan trails... 


Rawalpindi, Pakistan, (UP!) — The 
Pakistan army is cutting an all-weath- 
er road through the great Karakoram 
Mountains north toward Communist 
China. 

The growing friendship hetween the 
two countries, already fortified by di- 
rect commercial air links, is expected 
to take another big step, forward when 
the Indus Valley Road project is com- 
pleted. Pakistan is non-Communist 
and is allied to the West in the SEATO 
and CENTO military pacts. 

Caravan trade for centuries flourish- 
ed between Central Asia and the sub- 
continent. But after World War If 
most of the Soviet Union’s southern 
borders were sealed in Western Asia. 

After the Communists took over in 
China in 1949, land routes also were 
shut off all along the Indian-Chinese 
border and caravan traffic across the 
Himalayas and Karakorams ceased. 
Pakistan’s Road, inching north stead- 
ily since 1959, promises to reopen land 
ties with the Interior of Asia. It will 
clear the way to connect Pakistan and 
China’s Sinkiang Province via a broad 
ribbon of hard-surface motor road 
where only treacherous donkey and 
camel trails existed before. 

Already the Pakistani army engi- 
neers have begun chipping and blast- 
ing through unexplored regions he- 
tween Peshawar, near the capital at 
Rawalpindi, and Gilgit, 450 miles north. 
This section of the road, carved from 
steep clffs of solid black granite, will 
be completed within the year if the 
schedule is met. 

Sixty-five miles of jeep trail bey- 
ond Gilgit lies the tiny state of Hunza. 
Beyond Hunza is China, whose roads 
come so close to the border that visitors 
from Hunza have reported sighting 
trucks moving in the valleys of Sin- 
kiang as they stood on mountains inside 
Pakistan. 

The Pakistan government has never 
announced officially that the Indus 
Valley road ultimately will terminate at 
the Chinese border. But army offcers 
of high rank who are directing con- 
struction of the road make no secret 
about where the road is going. 

An army engineers officer in Rawal- 
pindi told UPI that funds already are 
allocated to take the road beyond Gil- 
git 

“Once into Hunza,” he said, “It 
doesn’t take much imagination to guess 
where we are going.” 

According to travellers who have been 
there, the Chinese have roads only a 
few miles from the Hunza border and 
with little effort could establish linking 
routes with Pakistan. 

The area is one where Red China 
and Pakistan reached aecord easily 
when they demarcated the border in 
1963. Hunza received 750 square miles 
of useful grazing lands in the agree- 
ment and foreign office officials re- 
peatedly point to the Hunza region as 
evidence of China’s good intentions. 

The road project itself is an ambi- 
tious undertaking. The road goes up 
the Indus River into the untravelled 
areas of the Karakorams for most of 
the way, then branches up the Gilgit 
River for the next Jeg into Gilet city. 

Beyond Gilgit, into Hunza and up to 
the Chinese border, the road as propos- 
ed will follow other river valleys, there- 
by keeping the route below snow lines 
and able to remain open the year a- 
round. Although flanked by peaks 
16,000 feet high, the Indus valley road 
never exceeds altitudes of 4.500 feet. 

Tungsten steel drills, hundreds of 
tons of dynamite and nearly 5,000 sold- 
work from dawn to dusk to reach Gilit 
iers. laborers and prisoners are at 
by the end of this year. 

Working on sheer mountainsides of 
solid rock, progress at times is less 
than a mile andahalfa month. Enegi- 
neers say entire sides of mountains 
often mst he blasted away down to 
roadbed level to make a trail wide 
enough for bulldozers and men to 
work. 

Blasting experts swing from ropes 
thousands of feet above the valley 
floor to plant dynamite charges in 
mountainsides. 

About 50 civilians and soldiers have 
been killed in falls from high cliffs 
since the project started.

The White Ensign 


A good deal of derisive comment has 
been aroused by the reluctance of the 
Canadian navy, as expressed by a num- 
ber of officers, serving and retired, to 
give up the navy’s white ensign for the 
country’s new maple leaf. It is all too 
easy to dismiss,such naval traditional- 
ists as hide-bound old fogeys or even, 
as the Toronto Globe and Mail did, to 
sneer at them as Anglicised snobs seek- 
ing to retain an out-dated bit of Brit- 
ish swank, 

Actually there is a good deal more to 
it than that. It is difficult for any 
member of a force with a highly-spec- 
jalized tradition and esprit de corps to 
explain the importance of some seem- 
ing trifle to a civilian, but there are to- 
day in Canada many thousands of 
brokers and bankers, painters and 
plumbers, salesmen and tradesmen 
who served with the RCN in World War 
Two, and who know very well just 
why the white ensign is a precious part 
of Canada’s navy. For the ensign is 
the ceremonial heart of the navy, the 
heraldic symbol of a history crammed 
with the sort of legends which impart 
pride and character to a great fight- 
ing force. To the saltiest matelot or 
the greenest new entry, the white en- 
sign IS the navy, and its austere beau- 
ty recalls associations and incidents 
whch qucken the blood of the most de- 
crepit veteran. 

For the white ensign is the badge of 
the greatest fighting fraternity of the 
sea; the fraternity of ships, great and 
small, which share age-old traditions 
and a record of proud supremacy un- 
matched in the annals of war. Not 
only ships of Britain’s Royal Navy, but 
those of our sister Dominions flew the 
white ensign during World War Two. 
Each nation formed a separate lodge 
within the wartime brotherhood, dis- 
tinguished by its own funnel markings 
and national “jack” at the bow-staff, 
and of all these none were prouder 
than Canada’s, whose maple-leaf fun- 
nels be’onged to the free world’s third 
largest navy. To wear the white en- 
sign was to “belong”, the tiniest Cana- 
dian motorlaunch or the saltiest RCN 
corvette was brother to the mighty 
battlesquadrons which ruled _ the 
trackless oceans. What middleaged 
businessman today will forget the thrill 
years ago, when his Canadian escort 
group caught sight of the battlefleet 
that had just driven Bismark to her 
doom, forging relentlessly on to Iceland 
beneath a lowering Arctic sky, their 
white ensigns whipping in the wind? 
What Canadian sailor will forget the 
Surging forays of the Canadian Tribals 
along the coasts of France, or the Can- 
adian MTB flotillas in the Channel, the 
Canadian Bangors that led the way on 
D-Day; above all, the tireless Canadian 
frigates, corvettes and destroyers that 
bore the brunt of the Battle of the At- 
lantic? To wear the white ensign was 
not only to be part of a tremendous past 
but also to be adding new, Canadian 
chapters to a proud and ancient hist- 
ory. 

Today, that is all to be written off 
with the flick of a politician’s pen. Can- 
ada’s navy is to leave the white ensign 
club, the proudest brotherhood of the 
Sea, and is to fly instead a little flag of 
its own, like the mnpot navies of the 
banana republics.

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700th anniversary 


When Queen Blizabeth made refer- 
ence in Britain during the recent open- 
ing of the present parliament to the 
700th anniversary of parliament, many 
members thought that this anniversary 
should be celebrated in some way dur- 
ing 1965.

While it was not 
the first parliament, it was the first 
time that the burgesses of the towns 
had been summoned to a national coun- 
cil. And Simon de Montfort thus be- 
came known as the “father of the Brit- 
ish parliament.” 

In both the House of Lords and Com- 
mons a toast will be drunk to the 
noblemen who gave the cities and 
shires a representative place in Brit- 
ain’s parliament. It is also proposed 
to display documents tracing how this 
came about, and an effigy of Simon de 
Montfort, although it might be difficult 
to find some trace of the likeness of de 
Montfort, 
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The Fiery heart of the sun 


Washington (UPI) — Scientists 
working in a brand new branch of as- 
tronomy hope this year to “see” for the 
first time into the fiery heart of the 
sun. 

Instead of being perched on moun- 
tain tops, some observatories of the 
new astronomy are buried deep in the 
earth. Instead of giant mirrors like 
the 200-inch eye on Mount Palomar in 
California, the new telescopes may be 
“swimming pools” full of cleaning 
fluid. 


And instead of using light or radio 
waves, or Gamma and X-radiation — 
the information carrying vehicles of 
conventional] and space astronomy — 
the observatories will rely upon neu- 
trinos. 

Nothing else known to science can 
enable curious man to peer past the 
surface into the depths of stars. 

Neutrinos are, for want of a better 
word, nuclear “particles” of no mass, 


A Title That Fits 


Standing in the need of prayer is the 
provocative title of a 23-page paper on 
taxes presented to the Canadian Tax 
Conference by A. K. Baton, former As- 
sistant Deputy Minister of Finance at 
Ottawa. Take two minutes to read 
his opening gambit and you'll see how 
appropriate is nis choice of title. 

“T shall start this paper with a sim- 
ple easy statement of the obvious, that 
taxing is pretty big business in Canada 
these days. In fact it is colossal. No 
argument! A 

“In the first Ottawa budget at which 
I assisted in 1934 annual tax revenue 
for the Federal Government of Cana- 
da was $306 million. You could put it 
in your eye. And, incidentally, in that 
year of deep depression in Canada we 
showed a surplus of $9 million. How 
times have changed! 

“Thirty short years later Mr. Gordon 
tells us his revenue for the year is close 
to $7 billion, twenty-three times as 
much as it was 30 years ago. At the 
Same time he accommodates a modest 
deficit of just under half a billion dol- 
lars. Chronic deficits of recent years 
are much bigger than total revenue of a 
few decades ago. 

“So also with provincial and munici- 
pal spending and taxing the figures 
mount annually and the totals for the 
three levels of government become a bit 
frightening. It seems to me we are 
standing in the need of prayer, biling- 
ual prayer at that, I hasten to add. 

“Today, cirea 1964, governments in 
Canada tax away about one third of the 
national Income. We put up with an 
annual expropriation of private prop- 
erty to the tune of $13 billion. This 
money is taken away from those to 
whom it belongs in the private enter- 
prise sector and is spent under the di- 
rection of political authority.”

zero charge, and fantastically high en- 
ergies. Physicists invented them, long 
before they were actually discovered, 
to explain the mysterious disappear- 
ance of energy in various nuclear re- 
actions. 

Something like these ghostly “thiev- 
es of energy” simply had to exist. They 
had to exist to support the basic phys- 
ical law that no energy, come what 
may, is ever really lost. 

It is now believed that nuclear re- 
actions which heat the stars also gen- 
erate neutrinos in numbers so vast that 
they transport most of the energy of 
the universe. 

Lacking charge and mass, they sel- 
dom run into anything and so are ex- 
ceedingly hard to detect. But if neut- 
rinos can be caught and their energies 
Measured, scientists can expect to 
learn things they never knew before 
about what goes on in the depths of 
stars and other objects deep in space. 

Up to now astronomers have been 
able to look only at the surface of stars. 
In the center of a star like the sun, 
temperatures and densities are so great 
that no light wave ever finds its way to 
the surface. 

For this reason no scientist has ever 
seen the interior of a star and thus 
has never been able to prove, by direct 


evidence, the theory that stellar and- 


other energies in the universe are pro- 
ducd by nuclear processes similar to 
those of the H-bomb. 

No scientist disputes this theory. 
But, as Dr. John N. Baheall of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology pointed 
out recently in the journal “Science”, 
direct proof is desirable. 

Although light cannot get out of the 
sun’s interior, neutrinos do it easily. 
An ordinary neutrino could pass 
through the entire earth, for example, 
with only one chance in 10 billion of 
getting pushed around or blocked by 
another bit of matter. 


To detect neutrinos, since so few of 
them interact with anything else, sci- 
entists have set up traps 2,000 to 10,000 
feet deep in mines in the hope of 
screening out any radiations which 
might give false results. 


One experiment, involving a neut- 
rino-chlorine reaction, proposes use of 
100,000 gallons of a chlorinated clean- 
ing fluid as a detector. It could detect 
as few as 200-tell-tale neutrino pro- 
duced atoms a month. 


This would be like finding a needle 
in a haystack the size of an entire gal- 
axy of 100 billion stars. This much 
cleaning fluid, Bahcall said, would “fill 
an olympic-sized swimming pool.” 

Bahcall said neutrino astronomy 
should confirm existing ideas about en- 
ergy sources in the universe and also, 
perhaps, “reyeal unexpected phenom- 
ena.” In any case, he said, this new 
branch of science “will yield its first 
positive results in 1965.”

When the Conservative lea-| 
dership issue first exploded | 
many weeks ago, Parliament 
Hill circles took it for granted 
that Balcer simply was serving 
as spokesman for his fellow 
French-Canadians in his ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction 
with Diefenbaker. 


But as matters have develop: 
ed, a new theory is replacing 
this original idea in fhe minds 
of the capital’s shrewdest ob- 
servers. | 

This theory inclines to the} 
view that Balcer’s actual role 
is not spokesman for his 
French- Canadian compatriots, 
but rather stalking-horse for 
the old guard of the English 
speaking section of the party 
which wants urgently to get 
tid of Diefenbaker. 

The “Old Guard” Wing a-} 
mongst the conservatives is 
generally identified with mil- 
lionaire senator M. Wallace 
McCutcheon, former Health 
Minister J. Waldo Monteith 
Senator Gunner Thorvaldson, 
national _ president Dalton 
Camp, and other lesser figures 
in the party, 

Until a couple of months ago, 
they were divided on the sub- 
ject of Diefenbaker’s continued 
usefulness to the party. 

During the flag debate they 
reached agreement, however, 
and since then they have been 
working quietly but persis- 
tently on the problem of

The evidence that Balcer is 
carrying the ball for this group 
rather than for his Quebec 
compatriots, is largely circum- 
Stantial.
